USE OF GRASS PLOTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 

Many who keep hens in small places have 
grass plots to give them green food, 
but on no account should the hens be 
let out on them at present. In fact, 
from November on it is better to k 
them off, and, as we have had so mae 
wet, the ground is very soft, and the 
grass would ba destroyed if scratched 
just now. As it starts to grow in spring 
and becomes green, some may think they 
can let the hens out for a feed, but this 
is a critical time, and not until it is 
well grown and rolled firm is it fit for 
use. It is a good thing to give such 
sd a covering of manure during the 
winter.

IMPORTANT POINTS RAISED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE) _ 

In a case of Patrick Walker, ‘ Yellow 
House.” Rathfarnham, Co, Dublin, tenant, 
and Percy Carey and others, landlords, a 
claim was made by the tenant for £250 
compensation for improvements, alleged to 
be value for £485, made by him or his pre- 
decessors in title upon the houses and 
premises at Willbrook, lately held by him 
under lease, which expired on 29th September, 
1929. The claim was brought under the 
Town Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1906. The 
landlord had obtained a judgment in eject- 
ment against the tenant, Patrick Walker, but 
it did not affect the sub-tenants, who remain 
in possession under the Rent Acts. Counsel 
for the landlord raised a preliminary legal 
objection to the entire claim, a decision on 
which, he said, might save going into 
evidence as to the aileged improvements.

house in 1757. It was a valuable discovery, 
and the fact that Smeaton’s lighthouse stood 
for 120 years on the Eddystone rock was evi. 
dence of the success of his experiments. When 
the lighthouse was removed it was not on 
account of any weakness in the structure, 
but because the rock itself was being under- 
mined by the sea. The cement of that day, 
produced, as it was, by crude methods, and 
with comparative] little chemical knowledge, 
was not ar “gs with the Portland cement 
of to-day, the manufacture of which was a 
highly scientific process.

|MAN SENTENCED TO 


PENAL SERVITUDE. 
“AS BAD AS BAD COULD 
BE.”—RECORDER.

_ Henry Gladwyn Grayson (25), estate agent, 
was, at the Old Bailey, London, yesterday, 
found guilty of perjury, and also with con- 
triving to obstruct and prevent the due 
course of law and justice, He was sentenced 
to three years’ penal servitude on the first 
charge and to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment on the second, the sentences to run 
concurrently. 

The perjury was committed in an affidavit 
relating to an action for divorce brought by 


|.Grayson against his wife, in which Sir Guy 


Sebright, aged 74, was cited as co-respon- 
dent. 


Grayson, giving evidence yesterday, said 
that when he moved into a flat at Manchester 
street he thought it was furnished by his 
wife’s uncle, He did not learn until after- 
wards that it was furnished by Sir Guy 
Sebright. 
thought it was her uncle. Grayson then 
described how, he said, in September, 1928, 
he discovered that the caller was not his 
wife’s uncle. ‘There was no truth in the 
suggestion that there had been collusion be. 
tween his wife and himself in bringing the 
divorce suit. 

Mrs. Grayson, a tall, fair-haired. woman 
of 23, gave evidence that she had represented 
Sir Guy Sebright to her husband as being her 
uncle. She denied that she had ever mis. 
conducted herself with Sir Guy. Sir Guy, 
she said, had Leen in her bedroom many 
times. There was no arrangement between 
herself and her husband to catch Sir Guy. 

The Recorder (Sir Ernest Wild, F.C.), 
summing up, said—‘‘] thought it right, in 
the interests of justice, that Sir Guy Sebright 
should be put in the box. If he had not 
been called, people might have said that 
evidence was .being suppressed. He repre- 
sented that his interest in the lady was 
wsthetic and platonic.

WORK OF MINISTRY 
OF FISHERIES. 


WEAVING AND KNITTING. 


> 
From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Under the auspices of the Department ol 
Lunds and bisheries there is every likeliliood 
that the industries of the Gaeltacht will soon 
be. placed on a self-supporting basis. In 
a business-like way an earnest effort has been 
made to extend the production of tweeds 
and knitted soods in the Gaeltacht. At three 
centres weavers receive instruction in the 
working of up-to-date looms on morlern 
patterns. Then they got looms into their 
homes, and their places at the training centre 
are taken up by others. In this way a staff 
of competent weavers is being recruited, and 
the foundations are being laid of what should 
prove a valuable industry. 

The looms are working on a wide range 
of tweeds—sufficient to compete with those 
from other countries—and prices will be 
found to compare favourably with anything 
else of the same kind on the market. 

In this connection the Department of Lands 
and Fisheries has been working very hard 
during the last eighteen months in two or 
three centres in Donegal and Connemara, 
A start has now been made in the South, 
and .it is hoped to make a beginning in Co. 
Mayo soon. Amongst the patterns are a 
great variety of designs, and to facilitate 
buyers a special depot for Gaeltacht indus 
tries has been opened in Dublin. 


TWENTY CENTRES. 

For the production of knitted goods 
twenty centres have been established all over 
the Gaeltacht—in Donegal, Mayo, Galway 
and the South—and as a high standard of 
work is being aimed at, this important 
cottage industry should also develop. Four 


or five hand-knitting centres exist, and these | 


are likely to find their resources called upon 
to the utmost under the new trading schemes. 
All of these products will be sold under the 
Round Tower registered trade mark, which 
carries with it a guarantee of merit or money 
back. 

There is every hope that a good demand 
will be experienced not only at home, but on 
the foreign market. Some of the weaving and 
knitting centres are far away from a railway 
station, but arrangements have been made by 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries to 
counteract that handicap, and all that 3s 
needed now is a demand that will keep the 
looms busy. 

Efforts are also being made to reorganise 
the lace-making industry, especially by way 
of embroidering linen handkerchiefs. 

THE KELP INDUSTRY. 

Kelp has been worth about £15,000 a vear, 
and conditions have been unsatisfactory from 
the point of view of makers of kelp.-who have 
not been satisfied with the treatment received 
from buyers, while buyers have not always 
been satisfied with the quality of kelp or its 
freedom from adulteration. Last year the 
Minister for Fisheries acted as agent for the 
majority of kelp makers in the sale of their 
kelp, in steps to give some instruction in the 
proper weeds td employ and the method of 
producing kelp. The result of this was that 
better prices were obtained and a great fillip 
was given to the industry. Kelp-making in 
Brittany is worth £155,000 a year, and it is 
hoped to make the industry here pay equally 
well, if not better. Facilities are being 
afforded for obtaining appliances not hitherto 
available which will increase the ontput, and 
with the erection of an iodine factory in 
Galway a home market for kelp is guaranteed. 

Another industry not previously developed 
to its utmost is Carrigeen moss. This has not 
been satisfactorily handled, and consequently 
arrangements have been made to reorganise it. 

Last year Carrigeen moss was brought to 
centres and there cured in a better manner 
than hitherto. It was then graded, and the

“The sea trout is at its best during the | 


holiday seasou, and is, therefore, a valuable 
asset to the countrv, said Mr. Southeran in 
the course of a paper on the ‘‘Sea Trout 
of the Irish Sea,”’ 
Royal irish Academy at 19 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last evening. 

The lecturer reierred to the work under- 
taken by Mr. Knowles in connection with 
an extensive examination of the scales of 
Irish séa trout taken from the most prolific 
and valuable rivers and breeding grounds. 
The scales were covered with concentric 
circles, which expanded when the fish was 
crowing, and contracted when growth ceased. 
The examination of these scales, therefore, 
allowed the age of each fish to be calculated, 
and valuable information was thereby 
obtained. 

The sea trout was born in the river, spent 
its years of growth in the sea, and finally 
returned to the river. The Irish tront did 
not compare favourably .with those of the 
Scottish rivers, and its chief characteristics 
were its short life and relatively small size.

Fish that made longer migrations in search 
of fresh feeding grounds grew more rapidly, 
and the largest of Irish sea trout were found 
in the neighbourhood of Waterville.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE. 


It was not generally known that the 
Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, the Ulster 
Minister of Finance, has been rather 
a ill for the past week or ten days, 
and all his engagements had to be 
cancelled.

Gurkish Cemeteries. 


It may seem curious to the Christian 
nations of the West that the most 
picturesque cemeteries in the world shoul! i 
ba those of the Turks. In fact, the first 
idea of the modern cemetery, with its 
ornamental plantations, was derived from 
them. Graves are never re-opened in 
Turkey. A new resting-place, instead, is 
formed for everyone, with a cypress tree 
planted at the head, so that all around 
Constantinople there stretch vast tracts <i 
cypress woods, under whose branches are 
thousands of tombstones. Indeed, the 
dead now occupy a wider territory than 
the living in the neighbouring city. In 
the case of a man, a turban, indicating 
his rank when alive, is carved on the 
tombstone. A palm branch, in low relief, 
is carved over the grave of a woman, I. 
Armenian graveyards the tombs bear bas- 
reliefs, showing the manner of death of 
those buried beneath. This custom results

Al Fusion of Periodicals. 


I note that the Nation and Athenaum 
and the New Statesman are soon to join 
themselves under the title, The New 
Sfcfesman and Nation. This amalgama- 
tio: is but another symptom of the 
increasing pressure against which journals 
of opinion must struggle. 

It was the late H. W. Massingham who 
brought the Nation to its highest point 
of influence and popularity. He gathered 
about him some of the most effective 
politicians and brilliant writers of the 
Radical school, both Liberal and Labour, 
including such names as H. W. Nevinson, 
J. A. Hobson, C. F. G. Masterman. Some 
of the earliest work of now familiar Irish 
writers found a place in the Nation under 
Massingham’s editorship. Shortly after 
the War the Athenaum, under the editor- 
ship of J. Midleton Murry, was amalga- 
mated under the title of the Nation and 
Athenaum, and not long afterwards 
Massingham retired from the editorship 
on the control passing to other hands. 

The New Statesman is not so old as the 
Nation. having been founded some twenty 
years ago by Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Webo 
as the organ of the Fabian Society. 


Ghe Silhouette. 


A number of Victorian objets d'art 
until recently despised, are enjoying a 
notable ‘‘ come-back ’’ in popular favour. 
I have sen several collections of 
silhouettes lately, and there is a certain 
agreeable, sentimental flavour about the 
little likenesses in their black frames.

Panama Land Crabs. 


A friend who recently passed through 
the Panama Canal tells me that, as he was 
viewing Toro Point through his binoculars, 
he was surprised to see men clad in 


dungarees apparently running aimlessly 
about the army post of Fort Sherman. 
On inquiry he was informed that these 


men were catching giant land crabs in 


order to earn reductions in their sentences 


for minor military offences. 

The parade ground, lawns and gardens 
were being honeycombed by land crabs, 
and in order to combat this devastation a 
scheme was devised which had a two-fold

efiect—the reduction of the crab popula- | 


tion and the partial remission of punish- | 


ments. Every soldier under sentence was

of one month for every 1,000 crabs cap- 
tured and delivered. At once the cam- 
paign began to show gratifying results, 
althouch the execution of the plan was 
by no means so simple as its inception.

Nicholson (instructed by Mr. T. C. Wylie) 
for the defendants. 

Mr. Nicholson intimated that Messrs. John 
Gray and Company, the manufacturers of the 
jam, accepted full responsibility, and re- 
garded the case as very important, it being

the first of its kind brought forward. 

Inspector Bogle gave evidence of the pur- 
chase of the jam. He asked for a 11b. pot of 
raspberry jam. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Nicholson, witness 
said that he did not look at the label on the 
Pe at. the time. The label stated, ‘‘Rasp- 
erry jam with other fruit juice.” 


Mr, Hawthorne, Belfast, Public Analyst of i 


Derry City, said that the jam sold to In- 
spector Bogle was analysed by him, and it 
contained 0,7 per cent. of raspberry fruit 
fibre, whereas it should contain at least three 
per cent. Witness added that he was accus- 
tomed to take a standard of three per cent. 
fruit fibre. 
NO LEGAL STANDARD. 

In reply to Mr. Nicholson, witness said that 

there was no legal standard.

Inspector Bogle asked for raspberry jam wit- 
ness told him that he had no raspberry jam, 
but he gave him a pot and drew his attention 
to the label, which stated: ‘‘ Raspberry jam 
with other fruit juice.’’ 

Mr. Lamberton, of the firm of John Grav 
and Co., said that this was the first prosecu- 
tion of the sort affecting the firm. The firm’s 
manufactures never came below 20 per cent. 
of raspberries, which was the standard agreed 
upon hy the Food Manufacturers’ Federation. 

Witness was asked by Sir Henry Miller 
why “fruit yuice”’ was introduced. 

Witness—It is added to make it a com. 
petitive articie. 

Sir Henry Miller—Who is to suffer? I sug- 
gest the consumer?

All 
the other schools in the county of Waterford 
are with us heart and soul. There are few 
cther high schools and colleges. such as the 
tishop Foy and Quaker School; but 
not refer to these, because, after all, 
people are consistent; they are true to tr:

“SET OPPOSITION.” 


‘‘In Waterford set opposition to our native 
games 1S strong, and it comes from 
quarters you would expect betier— 
from where you would at least expect a 
sympathetic outlook towards Irish games.

Fifteen Irishmen marclied 
on to the ground in green jerseys to the 
strains of ‘God save the King.’ The same 
afternoon at the banquet the first toast on 
the programme was ‘ The King,’ not a word 
about Ireland, not a word even about the 
Free State. And then they will tell you that 
there is no Imperialism about Rugby. 

“If soccer clubs go selecting an inter 
national team to represent Ireland it is ta 
the ‘Square and Compass’ in Belfast they 
will have to go; for Belfast is the university 
of r ccerdom.. They have brought over here 
third or fourth-rate English crocks, and the 
men are getting a very fine wage for coming 
before the gullible Irish people who go to 
see them play. 

“Í say that Ansclisation was never so 
rampant m Ireland as itis to-day. The 
G.A.A, is up against a stiff uphill fight, and 
a hig pnsh must be made, and the sooner 
the better.

LARGE number of men engaged in 
A the building trade are affected by a 

strike which took place at Omagh 
this morning, when the bricklayers ceased 
operations in consequence of a dispute with 
the master builders over the question of wages 
and hours. 

Some four years ago the wages of brick- 
layers employed by the Omagh firms were 
fixed at 1s. 6d, per hour, and it was then 
agreed that any review of this rate would 
only take effect after three months’ notice, 
to be given before March Slst of each year. 
On December 30th last the master builders 
served notice to reduce the wages from 1s 6d. 
to ls. 3d. per hour as from April ist hext, 
and on January 19th the employés replied 
with a demand for an increase from 1s. 6d, 
to ls. 94. per hour, at the same time making 
a claim for a reduction of working hours 
from 50 to 49 per week, these changes to 
take effect as from January 24th. 


WORK SUSPENDED. 

The differences between the parties re- 
mained unsettled over the week-entl, and to- 
day all work was suspended on the scheme 
of subsidy houses which the Urban Council 
are erecting at Fairmount road, The con- 
tractors for these houses are Mr. J. J. Hall, 
twenty-one houses, and Mr. John M‘Cartan, 
six houses. Mr. Hall has fifty-six employés, 
all of whom were engaged on the houses, 
and, with the exception of a few labourers 
and apprentices, all have ceased operations. 


SERIOUS ASPECT. 

The serious aspect of the strike is that all 
the subsidy houses must be completed py 
March óist next to qualify for the Northern 
Government subsidy of £100 per house, and 
any delay at this critical stage might result 
in the houses being unfinished at the time 
fixed by the Government and the Urban 
Council being deprived of the subsidy. There 
are three other building firms in the town, 
but they are not seriously affected at present, 
as most of their contracts are for carpentry 
and joinery.

As reported in vyesterday’s /rish Tinies, 
Mrs. Ellen Deonnellon (79), of Church street, 
Claremorris, died from burns received in 
an outbreak of fire in her room last Satur- 
day night. Dr. Conor Maguire held an 
inquest, without a jury, to-day on the body. 

ichael Kennedy, a Claremorris merchant, 
said that he was a nephew by marriage of 
the deceased woman, who was feeble and 
lived alone since her husband’s death. Hear- 
ing that there was an outbreak of fire at 
the house on Saturday night he went there, 
and entering the old woman's bedroom, found 
hér lying pattly in bed. Almost ail 
clothes were burned. She died a few 
hours after removal. The cause of the fire 
seemed to be an overturned candle. 

Michael D. McCarthy, an official of the 
National Bank, said that he was one of a 
party who forced the door. Only for the 
promptness of the crowd the house word 
have been gutted, and the adjoining houses 
would also be in great danger. 

Sergeant John if

they gained entrance to the room. He paid 
special tributes to Messrs. T. Ruane, 
McCarthy, John Donohoe, pension officer;

Northern Ireland’s experience since it dis- 
carded the speed limit has approved the 
innovation. When all is said, the limit 
serves no practical purpose. It has been dis- 
regarded as frequently in the Free State 
as in Northern Ireland or Great Britain— 
with this difference, that in Northern 
Ireland it is ignored at the driver's risk, 
while in the Free State disregard of it is 
almost a point of honour with the average 
motorist. Perhaps, the decline in 
accidents in Britain will encourage the 
Free State authorities to make haste with 
their new Traffic Bill. Such a bill, in- 
volving both restrictions and a relaxation, 
is long overdue. An increasing number of 
motor cars is subject to Free State taxa- 
tion, and the danger to life increases in 
a strict ratio. Two neighbouring States, 
whose toll of accident has surpassed the 
Free State’s by reason of their greater pro- 
portion of cars, have taken measures that 
give every promise of success. The example 
is worthy of prompt consideration. 


Undetected Crime. 


The increase of undetected crime in 
England becomes almost alarming. In 
recent months the public has been shocked 
by a dozen murders—some of them, like 
the latest, of the most atrocious sort—for 
which nobody has been called to account. 
We must make due allowance for the in- 
creasing difficulties of detection. The 
criminal classes, for instance, have shared 
the benefits of popular education, and 
have found a new ally in the motor car, 
which can cover a multitude. of tracks 
and can furnish clever scoundrels with 
large material for alibis. On the other 
hand, of course, science has armed the 
law with new powers, and Vidocq would 
have been entranced by the modern: 
resources of a ‘“‘mechanised’’ Scotland 
i Yard. Furthermore, in this age the law- 
| abiding public studies the arts of crime 
| with a curious eagerness. Detective stories 

e the “ best sellers,’ and the newspaper 
reports of unsolved mysteries hold children 
from play and old mer from the chimney-. 
corner. Since everybody is an amateur 
detective nowadays, we might suppose that 
Í in every case of a new crime the public s 
detective zea] would be a great help to the 
police. Our own suspicion, however, is 
that such zeal tends rather to embarrass 
than to promote the ends of justice. In 
the first place, the copious advertisement 
of a murder—often with dreadful d25ails.- 
may have a most unhealthy influence on 
ill-balanced minds, and actually may be 
the cause of murder. In the next place, 
the “hue and cry” with which the 
popular Press reinforces Scotland Yard 
| cuts both ways. It may bring the criminal 
[to book, but, if he is really intelligent, 
its ' broadcast ’’ of police activities may 
enable him to defeat them. Certainly, if 
the public and the Press would agree to 
leave the police to their own devices, the 
law could do its job without distractions 
which may be tending now to hamper its 
plans and even to affect its judgment. Has 
Scotland Yard's efficiency increased with 
i. loss of privacy, and is it really happy 
under the effusive patronage of novelists 
and film producers ? 


| 
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Public Libraries. 


In addition to the National Library, 
seven public libraries minister to tbe 
literary needs of Dublin—namely, Cape! 
street, Charleville Mall, Kevin street, 
Pearse street, Pembroke, Rathmines and 
Thomas street.. These several institutions 
do excellent work, but one point that 
arises from a study of their procedure 
deserves attention. As is natural, in view 
of the varying characteristics of the areas 
that they serve, their stocks, both in 
quantity and quality, are unequal. In 
some cases as many as thirty thousand 
volumes are kept, while in others the 
number falls to about twelve thousand. 
It is suggested that these stocks ought to 
be pooled, in order that the resources 2f 
the seven may be made available at any 
one library. Such a system would inv> ve 
the establishment of an exchange or 
messenger service, similar t3 thosethat 
usual in the large municipal services in 
England. Ideally, it is held that the 
seven separate institutions ought to '“e 
merged into one central body, with seven 
branches. No doubt, difficultics of tactical 
detail exist, but it ought not to be beyond 
the reach of the new Corporation to over- 
come them without. undue expense to the 
ratepayers. Most people, when they want 
a book, are content to forego it if its 
acquisition entails the seeking of it else- 
where. Thus much potential aspiration 
after wider knowledge is strangled at birth 
—a state of affairs that a very little trouble 
and cost could remedy with ease. We hope 
that the Corporation will not neglect this 
matter of the libraries.

AN OLD ENGLISH TOWN. 


When the Prince of Wales goes to Plaza 
Italia to open the British Empire Trade | 
Exhibition in March, says the Press Associa- 
tion’s Buenos Aires Correspondent, he will 
find himself in the midst of surroundings 
faithfully reproducing the architecture and 
lay-out of an old English town. It has been 
the aim of the promoters of the exhibition 
to execnte this part of their work in the 
most effective manner possible, as it is ex- 
pected to prove one of the most valuable 
assets of the show from a spectacular point 
of view. 

Moreover, as the exhibition was to be the 
biggest display of British goods ever made in 
a foreign country it was felt that it was 
necessary to show those goods in a typical 
setting, and nothing could be more appro- 
priate than the design chosen. : 

From a practical point of view it was 
essential that the large sheds in the grounds 
at Palmero should be decorated in such a way 
as to disguise the corrugated iron roofs, and 
other practical, but rather unsightly, features, 
which their usual object of housing live stock 
render necessary. i 

Interest will be heightened by the effective 
contrast between the outer and inner appear 
ance of the buildings. Outwardly they will 
appear as old-fashioned English buildings, 
dwelling houses, and the like, such as 
are‘ to be found im bundreds of the 
less modern towns all over England. 
A single step over the threshold will 
cause the scene to shift three or fonr 
centuries, and the visitor will find himself in 
the midst of bustling activity. British goods 
of the most modern type will be everywhere. 
and in many cases the hum of machinery 
will give him the impression that he is m 
a large modern factory. In view of the fact 
that the Prince of Wales will be inaugurating 
the exhibition, it is particularly interesting to 
note that one of the buildings will be an almost 
exact outward reproduction of St. James's 
Palace, his residence in London. This will 
be the main engineering pavilion, and its 
decoration is now nearly finished. So that 
no- detail shall be lacking to complete the 
eminently English appearance of the grounds, 
it has already been decided that the various 
roadways and walks between one pavilion 
and another will be named after the most 
famous streets of London—the “Strand, 
Piccadilly, Fleet; street, Cheapside, Regent 
street, and so forth. |

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THE HOSPITAL SWEEPSTAKES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The great success of the sweepstake 
run on the Manchester November Handicap 
has attracted the attention of everybody in 
this part of the world. In the South American 
countries the “tote” is the only betting 
machine on racecourses. There are no 
bookies.’ Never have I seen protests made 
against the “‘ tote’ on moral grounds. The 
Government allows it, but demands 10 per 
cent. of the total.money betted for charity. 
Lotferies are also run, nearly every week, 
for the benefit of hospitals and charitable 
institutions. The object of this letter is to 
explain, for the benefit of those at home who 
are now organising sweepstakes for the 
hospitals, the details of the management of. 
lotteries out here. I enclose a tenth part of 
ticket No, 12213, played -last November im 
Montevideo. The tickets cost 30.00 gold 
Lruguayan pesos apiece, and 17,000 were 
sold, and the total number of prizes dis- 
tributed was 2,480. This amounts to a seven 
to one chance against winning anything. The 
easily worked 
cut, was something like 14,800 chances to 
one against winning a prize. Again, out here 
SO) per cent. is deducted for the benefit of 
hospitals, whereas only 20 per cent. was 
deducted in Ireland. I see by the latest 
papers that in future 25 per cent. will be 
deducted. It is an improvement, but 1 do 
not see why per cent. should not be 
deducted. The sweepstake is run for charity, 
and, if it were not for that object, the 
sweepstake would not be allowed by the 
Government. I also noticed that in future 
consolation prizes will be given. 
_ Certainly the chance of winning a prize 
in the last sweepstake was very small. I 
have no doubt that, in course of time, unless 
a more reasonable chance is afforded of 
getting one’s money back, the popularity of 
the sweepstakes will deteriorate. There is 
nothing against England's changing her mind 
and running sweepstakes of her own, and in 
that case undoubtedly few tickets for the 
Irish sweepstakes will be sold across the 
Irish Sea. You will see from the ticket I 
enclose that no less than 2.360 prizes of 
60.00 gold pesos were given. That, no doubt. 
meant that 2.360 people got their initial 
30.00 back, plus 100 per cent., and that 
they then could afford to have another shot 
at a big aa m the next lottery. In other 
lotteries, for instance, number 19357 wins the 
biggest prize. Then every ticket terminating 
in “7.” the _last digit of the winning 
number. gets its value back, plus 100 per 
age tu ya “w notice that 5 per cent.

Gandhi's departure from Yeroda Jail, 
where he has been confined for the past 
ight months, was effected at 11 o'clock to- 
night in dramatic circumstances.

BUSTLE OF DEPARTURE, 


The chief jailer, who has been in charge 
of Gandhi throughout his imprisonment, 
was seen bustling about, presumably super- 
intending the final arrangements for the 
packing of the Mahatma’s multifarious 
effects, including a small library, several | 
wliecls, and numerous manu- 
scripts of translations upon which the 
Nationalist leader has ‘been engaged while 
in jail. Among his luggage are thousands

Gandhi himself paid little attention to 
the task of packing his numerous belong- 
ings, evidently cogitating upon his future 
plans when he meets the other leaders of 
the Nationalist Congress. While he per- 
severed with his self-given prison task of 
fpinning, he is understood to have mapped 
out a definite programme, which he 
intends to put into practice on his arrival

It is also known that he has prepared 
4 statement, which he has given to the 
Superintendent of the Prison, Major 
Martin, but whether it expresses his 
political views or merely thanks the jail 
‘tall lor the great care they have taken 
Oi him is not yet known. : 

It is a noteworthy fact that Gandhi 
has not lodged a single complaint against 
his treatment during the eight months of 
his imprisonment. Indeed, it is hard to 
bee what he could complain of, eonsider- 
ing that he was given a suite of six rooms 
Situated in a damn compound in the 
Furopean quarter, and that he has been 
8iiowed the company of his private secre- 
tary and companion. , 
. Gandhi has hardly known he has been 
Mm prison, except for the curtailment of 
his ‘iberty to walk outside the precincts. 
The Superintendent and the Chief Jailer 
beguiled his leisure 1 having almost 
daily talks with him. 

As the packing of Gandhi's effects 
neared completion it became obvious that 
1% would be impossible to. smuggle the 
Nationalist leader and his secretary out of 
jal with anything like secrecy if his 
luggag: were to accompany him, so it 
Was fiflally arranged that the bulk of his 
baggave should be despatched later.

POSITION OF THE BANKS, 


The position of the banks is the more 
urgent since they are liable to a tax of 
£1 10s. per cent. on their notes in circu- 
lation, which tax may be increased to £5 
per cent. in the case of notes held to be 
“dead.” This accounts in part for the 
urgent efforts now being made to call in 
all banks notes over a certain date. - The 
position is complicated to an extraordinary 
degree by the fact that the issuing banks 
have extensive ramifications in both North 
and South of Ireland.

The Times, after remarking that there 
was something rather incongruous about 
the arrangement which spatchcocked a de- 
bate on the Indian Conference into the

If mere brilliant rhetoric could destroy 
the work of the Conference, Mr. Churchill . 
would be the man to do it. Colonel Lane 
Fox, whom no one would accuse of being 
an enthusiastic visionary, rebuked him at 
once for making mischief in India, while 
Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Oliver Stanley inter- 
vened at a later stage of the debate for the 
express purpose of disowning his views on 
behalf of the Conservative Party. But it 
is doubtful whether Mr. Churchill 
possesses the power to do harm any longer. 
The sort of solution which he would apply 
to the Indian problem is perfectly well 
known. The Indian delegates were here 
long enough to take the measure of his in- 
fluence in the country. There is no reason 
to suppose that it is acknowledged, even 
by so large a section as Mr. Baldwin was 
prepared to concede. 

Sir John Simon is a far more dangerous 
critic of the Conference, and it must be 
confessed that his tributes to it c@n- 
tained a good deal of cold water. 
From the public point of view the 
interest in his speech lay in its close 
association with the cautious conservatism 
of Sir Samuel Hoare. From his own point 
of view he might have done better to 
stand silent on the reputation of a monu- 
mental report, which will be remembered 
and quoted when subsequent speeches are 
forgotten. 

Regarding the release of Mr. Gandhi 
and the other Congress leaders, The Times 
continues: It remains also to be seen 
whether the consequence of this signal 
act of clemency is to produce a 
situation in which Indian leaders of all 
shades of thought will really get away

“From the first, the principle of repre- 
sentative institutions began to be gradually 
introduced, and the time has come when, in 
the judgment of my Viceroy and other oí 
my counsellors, that principle should be 
gradually extended.” 

Then, in May, 1927, there was a statement 
by Mr. Baldwin in which the phrase 
occurred; “ And in the fulness of time we 
look forward to seeing her (India) in equal 
partnership with the Dominions.”’ He had 
no fault to find with either of those state- 
ments. They were, indeed, praiseworthy. 

Dealing with the Conference itself, he re- 
marked that the Simon report was the basis, 
or rather the raw material, of the Conference. 
To that report India owed a great debt, which 
would be better appreciated as time went on. 
It was not the purpose of the Conference to 
frame a Constitution, but rather to agree 
upon the CE which, in advance, should 
be applied to Indian government, and which 
should be made the foundation of aay Consti- 
tution that might. ultimately be drafted. 
Everything was provisional, and the success 
of the work that had to be done depended 
upon how the structure as a whole was to be 
built up. He hoped most sincerely that the 
structure would be built up. It was essential 
to remove the Indian problems from the field 
of suspicion, and to expose in all its naked 
weakness the sort of policy which had been 
pursued in India, which was called passive 
resistance, but which was really lawlessness. 


NO PRESENT SUGGESTIONS. 

The Government were now considering how 
best the work initiated at the Conference 
could be carried on, but he was not at that 
moment prepared to offer any suggestions. 
He had already seen the Viceroy-elect (Lord 
Willingdon), and he hoped to approach the 
leaders of both parties opposite. The declara- 
tion by the delegate princes, that they were 
prepared to come into federation removed a 
great deal of the difficulty concerning the 
problem of central responsibility, The 
central Legislature would be representative 
oí three elements— British India, the States.

The safeguards were “only 
intended to be used in emergency, and were 
not meant for ordinary times. .

TEACHERS IN THE

ts in the poorer areas of which the 
Gaeltacht is composed. 

Now an inducement is offered by a bonus 
on the ordinary salaries, varying from 5 to 
10 per cent,, which is expected to attract 
qualified Irish-speaking teachers from the 
cities or other areas where they may be 
located. The portions of the Gaeltacht where 
such bonuses will be granted will be strictly 
confined to those where the Irish language is 
actually the language of the home. ‘The area 
will, in fact, be much smaller than that to 
which the School Meals Act and the Housing 
Schemes Act apply. 

The Executive Council is, I understand, 
considering what steps can be taken to con- 
tinue Judge’ Kenny, Cork City Circuit Judge, 
in office after he has reached the age limit 
at the end of the present month. It. seems 
that legislation will be necessary, but, as the

HE report of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Dublin and Blessington 
Steam Tramway C ny was read at

The Chairman announced that he had an 
exceedingly serious item to put before the 
Council with reference to the Dublin and 
Blessington Tramway Company, which had 
Leen in existence for very many years, and 
which for some years past had been under a 
Committees of Management, consisting of 
three members of that Council and three 
members of the Wicklow County Council. 
The running of the tramway had entailed a 
baronial charge on certain limited areas in 
beth counties through which the tramway 
runs. He had a report to submit on the 
position of this tramway and that report had 
taken three and a quarter years’ work on 
the part of the Committee, in consultation 
with the Transport Section of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce. If that report 
was adopted by them aiid by the Wicklow 
Council, and later by the Dail, it meant the 
end of the Dublin and Blessington Tramway 
Company, as a baronially guaranteed tram- 
way. Tle baronial area in County Dublin 
has been called upon to pay Is. in the £, to 
á their share of the interest on the £40,000 

aronially Guaranteed shares and the loss in 
the working, the combined figure of liability 
being approximately £6,000. Towards this 
the Ministry .contributed a sum of ! 

The scheme now proposed was the redemption 

of the £40,000 Baronially Guaranteed é Cosa 

at the rate of £5 10s. for each £10 share. 
tine shareholders of £37,000. out of the 
£46,000 had agreed to this scheme, and that 
was sufficient. The redemption would thus 
cost £22,000 and would be raised by a loan, 
which would be repayable by the counties. 

The Ministry would contribute a sum of 

£1,900 a year, in the proportion of Is. 3d. to 

County Dublin and 2s. 3d. to County Wicklow. 

This might seem unfair to them, but they 

were satisfied that the attitude of the Ministry 

was just because of the higher charge on a 

smaller area in County Wicklow. ‘The annual 

rate on the County Wicklow charge area was 
2s 10d. 

In regard to the redemption, the charge on 
the County Dublin woulu remain for eight 
years, decreasing each year; for, in the first 
year, the charge would be £465, and in the 
eighth year only £22 5s. ‘They were liable at 
present for the c-unual payment of £1,00U, less 
£400, interest on these shares, and under the 
proposed scheme of redemption their liabilities 
would be only as outlined above. The charge 
against the treasury in the case of the Dublin 
County would continue for twenty years, and 
in the case of Wicklow County it would he 
in operation for the first eight years. He 
would point out that, as regards the employes 
of the Tramway Company, they were under 
no statutory liability; but m the report there 
was a recommendation that, on the termina- 
tion of their employment, these employés 
should be given exactly the same terms of 
pensions as were given in the schedule to 
the Railway Act of 1924. ‘These pensions 
would approximate to £2,500 a year, of which 
the Dublin County’s share would be £1,250. 
These pensions would be rated on the county 
ai a whole, and would mean a rate of $d. to 
3d in the &. 

Concluding, the Chairman said that he 
would welcome a unanimous adoption of the 
report, so that it could be presented to the 
Dail at an early date for tie necessary 
legislation. It was provided that the assets 
of the Joint Committes m the way of tram- 
way lines, i stock, and other property.

“Have you ever realised how often in 
our daily lives we come into contact 
roducts of what is called ' Applied 
cience ?' ” asked Mr, D. O'B. McAteer, in 
his presidential address to the members of 
the Engineering and Scientific Associatian 
of Treland, at 8 Merrion square, Dublin, last 
night! Many of these things, he continued, 
owed their development and ‘present form 
to gradual improvement from time to time, 
perhaps, through centuries, but still a great 
pumber of the ordinary objects of everyday 
use owed their present form and supply to 
technical development and organisation in 
industry. There was very little the modern 
man did in His daily life that was not 
influenced by scientific research. If gas, for 
instance, was the choice of Mbumination. 
there was behind the light a vast array of 
industrial organisation, & ire a mine 
was found; it’ was prospeeted and . . 
and man and other machines hundreds of 
feet below the surface of the com- 
bined to raise’ train loads of ete 


THE MODERN TENDENCY. 


To-day the modern tendency in the in- 
dustrial world was ta displace machinery 
by wealth. The modern social system miglá 
seem to have this idea. as its goal, but its 
real object should be to increase the scale 
of comfort of the most uncomfortable in- 
dividual in the State. The modern social 
system did not mean the increasing of the 
wealth of the State, but the increasing of 
the supply of those articles which. meant 
wealth to the least wealthy person in the 
State. The people should: be considered as 


‘those for the sake of whom wealth should 


exist. Some very difficult problems ayose, 
however, when taking it for granted | that 
machinery tended to displace labour. Demo- 
craev, which was the simplest form of’ Go- 
vernment, tended to, become a swindle, and 
nelted into bureaucracy or plutocracy. 

In the Irish Free State there was, he said, 
a great amount of technical undertaking being 
carvied out for public boards, It very often 
happened that when engineers gave advice to 


and in many occasions the engineer s advice 
had been reversed, The vote of these local 
boards was, unfortunately, law, and little 
could be done by advisers to poirt out where 
their judgment was beneficial. A decision cn 
a technical matter was taken by a non- 
technical and democratic board. 


ADVICE DISREGARDED. 


Public money was nearly always concerned 
in these matters, and very often the boards 
might as well make ‘personal nse of it for all 
the good it did the public. When a technical 
adviser’s advice was ignored he lost confi- 
dence in himself, and it often happened that 
he found out what were the opinions of the 
members of the boards he was deal 
ing with before he made his decision. 
The turning down of technical advice 
by public bodies was aft. insult on the ig 
who was askec to give his advice. In the 
speaker's opinion, there was a great deal of 
this going on in the Irish Free State, and at 
present there was no technical tribunal to 
which such matters could be referred, whose 
decision should be law. Unfortunately, the 
lccal democratic authorities were now 
When war was the principal occu- 
pation of the civilised world it would have 
ridiculous if county councils were to 
raise their own regiments, organise their 
own regiments, and transport and direct 
their own forces three or four thousand miles 
away. Since industry and commerce were 
the principal occupations of the modern 
world they. could not afford to leave them- 
selves unorganised, for the existing types of 
democratic organisations were no use, and 
it was time to work towards a central eon- 
‘rolling organisation. 

THE PRIVATE BILL. 


Mr. McAteer said there were many ques- 
tions on which the members of the present 
democratically-elected Government were not 
competent to vote. There were many ques-

STRUGGLES IN AMERICA.

Behind the opening of the “ Annie Sharpe ”’ 


Hostel by the Lord Mayor of Dublin on 
Priday is a romantic story of a 
r Irish couple who struggled for years 
in the United States to build up a fortune 
they were destined never to spend. The 
““Annie Sharpe”’ Hostel has been built in 
connection with the Peamount Sanatorium 
and Village Settlement by the Women’s 
National Health Association of Ireland, whose 
President, the Marchioness of Aberdeen and 
Temair, has now revealed the origin of the 
scheme in an interview. 

“In 1917, when Lord Aberdeen and ! 
were in America, ” Lady Aberdeen said, ' we 
received a letter from a lawyer saying that 
his client—a Mrs. Annie Sharpe—wished to 
see us, in order to make a bequest for the 
benefit of the r of Ireland. 

‘As a result, I was introduced to an old 
lady in failing health, who told me her life 
story. As a young woman she had left her 
home in County Armagh to take a situation 
as shop assistant in Dublin. There she met 
her husband, a commercial traveller. Inspired 
with ambitions of future wealth, they deter- 
mined to try their fortunes in the United 
States, and for years they worked and starved 
and scraped to secure financial independence. 
At last they accumulated more than sufficient 
to enable them to retire, but the habits oí 
hard work and thrift had become too deeply 
ingrained. The husband died in harness. 
Pathetically the old lady told me that the 
only pleasure left to her was to leave the 
money to the poor of Ireland, and asked my 
advice. 1 tried to persuade her to adopt a 
scheme that could be carried out in her life- 
time, and thus give her pleasure and interest. 
She only said she would let us know later 
on. When she died in 1918 we learned that | 
her will provided that the residue of her 
estate should be paid to Lord Aberdeen and 
myself in trust for the benefit of the poor In 
Ireland. After some legal difficulties '10,000 
was made available for the work carried on 
by the Women’s National Health Association, 
and £1,500 has been spent on the ‘ Annie 
Sharpe’ Hostel at Peamount Village Settle.

Keenan got up, struck the Guard and 
ran away, followed by the Guard. Later 
Keenan jumped across the plantation wall 
and disappeared.

A CHANGED MONETARY SITUATION. 
About ten days ago the. Government 
borrowed on three months’ Treasury MA 
less than 6d. over 2Á per cent. esteraey 
similar bills were quoted in the market at 
24 to 27x per cent, The advance may not 
appear to be a spectacular one, such as mu 
frequently witnessed in prices of Stoc 
Exchange securities, but it is a. very 
significant movement, and especially because 
of the reasons for it. Gold has been flowing 
out of the country to France in exceptionally 
large amounts for about three months, with 
the result that the stock in the Bank of 
England is substantially below the figure 
which an important currency commission 
suggested should be regarded as a minimum. 
The outflow represents a transference of 
French balances hitherto erapioyed in London. 
As the amount of French balances here 1s 
believed to be still very large, a determina- 
tion to transfer the bulk might have serious 
consequences for this country. 

It has been necessary, therefore, to take 
steps to establish London discount rates on 
a higher basis. Previously they had ruled 
3 per cent. or more below the official 
minimum, and it was difficult to raise them 
because of a plentiful supply of credit and 
a scercity of hills, the latter the result of 
poor trade. The Bank of England has made 
a gesture to the market by selling bills in 
Lombard street at a rate appreciably above 
that lately ruling, in order to indicate that 
firmer conditions were advisable. Apparently 
it is believed thet if market rates could be 
brought within, say, 4 per cent. of the 
present officiel minimum of ó per cent., some 
of the foreign exchanges other than the 
Freach wild move so much in favour of 
London as to cause a flow of gold to these 
shores which might go far to neutralise the 
amount taken for France, always assuming 
that that demand goes on. Such a favour- 
able movement in the exchanges is the more 
likely, seeing that various centres, among 
them New York, Amsterdam and Geneva, 
have official rates below our own—that is 
to say, money is cheaper there than it is 
here--and a wide difference in these matters 
usually has the effect of driving credit to 
the place where it will earn most.

NATIVES ABANDONING RUBBER 
PRODUCTION. 

It is suggested the crux of the present 
rubber position is to be found in the attitude 
of the native producers in Sumatra and Dutcn 
Borneo. In these countries many natives 
have been compelléd, as a result of low price 
of the commodity, to cut down their trees, 
and they are now growing rice. Dutch esti- 
mates of world rubber production this year 
are for a total of 695,000 tons, as against 
world consumption of 727,000 tons, or a 
deficit of 32, tons, which would help to 
reduce stocks.
